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Care home 
will bring 
50 jobs for 
workforce 

MORE than 50 jobs are 
being created at a new £6.9 
million care home in 
Oswestry it has been 
revealed. 

Bosses at the New 
Fairholme care home, in 
Shrewsbury Road, say the 
jobs will be both part and 
full time. 

The New Fairholme will 
replace the care home in 
Morda Road and it is hoped 
the new building, which will 
be run by Coverage Care 
Services, will be open by the 
spring. 

Jobs currently being 
advertised include two 
receptionists, two senior 
care assistants, two laundry 
assistants and two support 
workers. 

Chief executive David 
Coull said: “New Fairholme 
will employ more than 100 
people when it is fully oper¬ 
ational following its April 
opening. 

“We are creating up to 50 
new full and part-time nurs¬ 
ing, care and ancillary jobs, 
and the existing staff from 
our Fairholme home in 
Morda Road will also trans¬ 
fer to New Fairholme.” 

Once it opens the New 
Fairholme will provide 88 
en-suite rooms offering both 
residential and nursing care. 

Care home officials say 
the landmark building will 
have more than double the 
space for residents and sup¬ 
port services than the cur¬ 
rent one.

ANGER OVER BLUE 
BADGE IEST RULE

A DISABLED Oswestry councillor is fuming after 
being told she must undergo a test before her 
lapsed disability blue car badge is renewed. 

And she has called on Shropshire Council to clampdown on those 
who abuse the system. 

When 78-year old Heather Bickerton reapplied for her badge, 
which lapsed two years ago when she gave up her car, she thought 
a new badge would simply be sent to her. 

Instead the councillor, who can walk only a few hundred yards 
with sticks before having to use a wheelchair, was told she would 
have to undergo a test to prove that she was eligible. 

Mrs Bickerton, from Mallory Road, has 
had five hip replacements and revisions and 
has also had several minor strokes, one of 
which left her blind in one eye. 

She says she is appalled that she will now 
have to travel to Shrewsbury to prove she 
needs a blue badge, when she says Shrop¬ 
shire Council should be clamping down on 
people who abuse the system by using 
badges that belong to relatives or friends. 

The national, blue badge system allows 
people with disabilities to park closer to 
shops and services either as drivers or as a 
passenger in a designated car. 

Abuse 

Mrs Bickerton and her husband John 
gave up their car two years ago when they 
retired and so did not bother to reapply for 
her blue badge when it expired. 

But recently they decided they could not 
manage without their own transport. 

“I applied for my blue badge and had a 
letter back saying that I would have to first 
be assessed to see if I was still eligible. 

“I am 78 years old, I have had five new 
hips or hip revision operations and several 
strokes, one of which has left me blind in 
one eye. I cannot walk more than a few hun¬ 
dred yards, using crutches.” 

“John has to push me round in a wheel¬ 
chair. I feel so insulted and so angry that 
genuine people like myself face being 
reassessed when so many people blatantly 
abuse the system.” 

Simon Jones, the council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for parking, said: “Shropshire Council 
administers the blue badge scheme on 
behalf of the Department for Transport and 
we must abide by the national legislation 
and qualifying criteria when issuing badges. 

“A blue badge is not issued for life and can 
only be legally issued up to a period of three 
years, after which time the department 
requires all issuing authorities to reassess a 
badge holder’s continued eligibility.” 


Outlook for 
CCTV system 
looks better 

THE future of Oswestry’s CCTV system is 
looking more positive after West Mercia 
police chiefs said there were no plans to 
move it from the police station in the town. 

But there were no promises of funding for 
the system, which a public meeting in the 
town heard was ‘getting past its sell-by 
date’. 

The meeting, organised by Oswestry 
Town Council, was to hear from police and 
crime commissioner, Bill Longmore. 

It was held days after West Mercia police 
revealed Oswestry police station would stay 
open, despite budget cuts. It will become 
one of 11 response stations in the force. 

Mr Longmore told the meeting at the 
Wynnstay Hotel that he had argued the case 
for the retention of the police station with 
Chief Constable David Shaw. 

He said: “I argued the case for Oswestry 
and Oswestry is now going to be an even 
more important police station than before.” 

Several members of the public asked 
about the future of Oswestry’s CCTV sys¬ 
tem, launched more than a decade ago. 

Town mayor Councillor Martin Bennett 
said the town council had been responsible 
for installing the system, adding that it was 
now getting ‘ past its sell-by date’ and there 
were worries about future funding.

Within a few hours Evie Lou was smiling 


in her recovery ward, particularly after get¬ 
ting a visit from Pepper, a Pets As Therapy 
dog that was visiting the St Louis Children’s 
Hospital in Missouri. 

“Pepper got on and off the bed so gently 
and was a lovely dog,” Mrs Harrington said. 

“Evie is extremely happy that her physio 
Jackie came to see her on the ward and said 
hello. It really is the small things that count. 

“We have just ordered Evie a new walking 
frame, and they are going to try Evie walk¬ 
ing with tripod canes rather than crutches 
so Evie has chosen the colour purple. There 
are smiles all round here.” 

Evie-Lou and her mum will stay in Mis¬ 
souri for another two weeks. 

Fundraising is carrying on to help cover 
the youngster’s continuing physiotherapy 
when she returns to Britain. 


Air medics 
begin trial 
of night 
missions 

A SERIES of trials will be 
held to determine if the 
Wales Air Ambulance can 
begin carrying out rescue 
missions after dark. 

The trials will be part of a 
string of new clinical and hi- 
tech advances to equipment 
on board since the three hel¬ 
icopters in Wales were 
upgraded last year, including 
the one based at the Mid 
Wales Airport, in Welshpool. 

The charity hopes the tri¬ 
als will allow the crafts to 
take to the night skies. 

Angela Hughes, Wales Air 
Ambulance chief executive, 
said the three new helicop¬ 
ters were equipped with the 
lights and technology 
needed for night flying and 
trials would start immedi¬ 
ately. 

She said: “Thanks to 
charitable support we were 
able to upgrade our third 
helicopter last year, meaning 
all three aircraft are now 
capable of night-flying. 

“This is a huge develop¬ 
ment towards our long¬ 
standing goal of being on 
standby 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. If these 
trials are successful, we will 
be a step closer to support¬ 
ing everyone in Wales in 
their most difficult hour of 
need, whenever that hour 
may be. 

“It is only through dona¬ 
tions that the charity has 
been able to raise the £6 mil¬ 
lion needed to upgrade and 
maintain the fleet of cus¬ 
tom-built air ambulances.”

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VILLAGERS near Oswestry fear they could be 
swallowed by the town if plans for more than 
20 homes are given the go-ahead next week. 

Severnside Housing Association wants to build a 21 prop¬ 
erty development in Morda, featuring a mixture of two and 
three bedroom homes as well as six two bedroom bunga¬ 
lows. 

Shropshire council planners are urging the application 
be accepted when it goes 
before the authority’s North 
Planning committee March 
5. 

Seventeen of the homes 
would be available for 
affordable rent, while the 
rest are planned as shared 
ownership. 

But local residents have 
raised a number of objec¬ 
tions. 

Morda resident Gwyn 
Lewis said: “I feel there are 
simply too many current 
proposals in place to build 
areas of affordable houses 
within Morda. 

“It feels as though the 
whole of Morda is being 
built up to merge with 
Oswestry town when in fact 
Morda is a rural village.” 

Oswestry Rural Parish 
Council has objected to the 
application saying it is 
‘totally unsuitable’ because 
of access problems on to 
Weston Road. 

Val Smout, clerk to the 
parish council, said: “This is 
a small narrow lane where 
traffic speeds are dangerous. 
The council did not think 
that the figures in the hous¬ 
ing requirements statement 
were correct and there is no 
space to put a footpath down 
Weston Road.” 

Officers at Shropshire 
Council said: “It is consid¬ 
ered that the proposed 
development is acceptable as 
an affordable housing excep¬ 
tion site, outside any defined 
development boundary, as it 
is justified in terms of the 
need to meet local demand; 
is well located in relation to 
the settlement of Morda.” 


Market sees 
decline 
in income 
and stalls 

THE battle has started to 
save Oswestry’s weekly mar¬ 
ket which has seen income 
drop by a third over the past 
year. 

Oswestry’s Wednesday 
market has brought in 
£12,064 so far this year - 
compared to £18,228 for the 
same period last year, and 
the number of traders has 
dropped from about 60 in 
2000 to about 20. 

A business plan is being 
drawn up in a bid to revive 
the market’s fortunes, and 
councillors have been told 
to ‘pull their socks up’ and 
help halt the decline. 

The figures were revealed 
in a report before members 
at a meeting of Oswestry 
Town Council’s market and 
car parks committee. 

The report said: “Average 
income was £281 this year 
compared to £424 last year, 
a decrease of £143 per week. 

“An incentive scheme 
reducing rent to £10 was one 
reason for the decline, with 
the inclement weather.” 

Councillors agreed to 
refer the issue to the coun¬ 
cil’s markets committee for 
it to put together a business 
and marketing plan.

Fears for 
future of 
pavilion 
are raised 

A SPORTS pavilion in 
Oswestry could fall down if 
money isn’t pumped into it 
soon, councillors have 
warned. 

More than £10,000 needs 
to be spent on Gatacre Pavil¬ 
ion to bring it up to accept¬ 
able standards, according to 
Councillor Vince Hunt of 
Oswestry Town Council.

It is hoped staff at nearby 
Woodside Primary School 
will take over the manage¬ 
ment of the pavilion and 
adjoining junior football 
pitch, and plans to rejuve¬ 
nate the area drawn up by 
consultants Playdell 

Smithyman will be outlined 
at a public meeting next 
month. 

Councillor Hunt, address¬ 
ing a meeting of the town 
council on Monday said: 
“Gateacre Pavilion needs 
£10,000 of repairs to bring it 
up to modern day standards. 

“Despite the work of Cae 
Glas Cricket Club to paint 
the building and do what 
members can to look after it, 
the pavilion is in a sorry 
state. It needs £10,000 spent 
on it just to keep it going for 
another three years - that 
doesn’t make any economic 
sense.”

Village road is 
named as one 
of the noisiest 

A MAIN road which travels through a vil¬ 
lage on the Shropshire/ Wales border has 
been highlighted as one of the noisiest in 
mid-Wales on a new noise map. 

The Welsh Government maps show esti¬ 
mated levels of road traffic, railway and 
industrial noise in Wales’ three largest 
urban areas, and noise from the busiest 
roads and railways across the country. 

It highlights Wrexham, Bangor, Swansea 
and Newport as some of the noisier areas. 

But a section of the A483, which runs 
through Llanymynech past Four Crosses, 
has also shown up. 

People in the area have been campaigning 
for years to try and get a bypass built 
around the two villages. The noise from 
passing traffic has been an issue and in the 
past a pollution monitor was set up in Pant. 

Today Arthur Walpole, Shropshire Coun¬ 
cillor for Llanymynech, said: “We know the 
volume of traffic there is causing a nuisance. 

“This is an ideal opportunity to use that 
in our discussions with the Highways 
Agency and our MP to raise the importance 
to go looking again at the possibility and to 
justify a bypass.” 

Another area of the map highlighted also 
included Buttington, near Welshpool, which 
travels up through to Newtown and the A5 
in Chirk up to Wrexham.

The noise levels on the maps are calcu¬ 
lated rather than measured and are based 
on some assumptions. 


body comprising members and officers of 
the town council and Shropshire Council. 

The group is looking at ways to revi¬ 
talise Oswestry town centre and its econ¬ 
omy and to make it more attractive to 
shoppers and visitors. 

A report from the group’s latest meet¬ 
ing said work was continuing on improv¬ 
ing the look of the town centre. 

It said: “Shropshire Council is adopting 
a supportive approach to local landlords 
and a letter will be sent to each empty 
property owner within the town centre 
urging them to look at the condition of 
the property concerned and make 
improvements. 

Forcing 

“This approach is considered more 
appropriate at the outset rather than 
imposing a Section 215 Notice.” 

A Section 215 Notice can be served on 
landlords by councils forcing them to tidy 
up premises. 

Town and Shropshire Councillor Vince 
Hunt, who serves on the joint economic 
board, said the body would much rather 
work with landlords rather than take 
action against them. 

He said: “Of course we would rather 
work together with landlords to see the 
properties improved. 

“It has proved difficult in some ways to 
find out who actually owns some of the 
premises and we have had to use the Land 
Registry to find some details. 

“But we have done the full audit now 
and will be contacting the landlords 
directly. 

“We will be telling them their proper¬ 
ties have become a bit dilapidated and a 
little bit untidy, or in some cases 
extremely untidy, and ask them to 
improve them. 

“We have the 215 Notice available to us 
but it can be a costly and lengthy 
process.” 

Councillor Hunt said the town centre 
improvement programme was just one 
project the joint economic board was 
working on to help Oswestry.

Drink-drive worker 
gets 12-month ban 

A MAN who was caught 
drink-driving after having 
a ‘few drinks’ in the pub 
after work has been 
banned from driving for 12 
months. 

John Evans, 63, from 
Ashgate, Guilsfield, near 
Welshpool, admitted a 
charge of drink-driving at 
Welshpool Magistrates 
Court on Tuesday after he 
was seen driving through 
the village by police on 
February 6. 

Evans, a contractor, was 
driving a white Ford Tran¬ 
sit when officers pulled 
him over for a routine 
check and found him to 
have 54 microgrammes of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath. The legal limit is 
35. 

Magistrates also fined 
him £350 and ordered him 
to pay £85 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge.

OFFICIALS in Oswestry have expressed their joy after learning the 
town’s police station has escaped the axe in cost-saving measures. 

New local policing plans were announced last Thursday to ensure West Mercia Police 
could meet tough financial challenges. 

As part of plans Ellesmere, Ironbridge and Albrighton are to close as well as a smaller 
policing post at Donnington Mill in Telford. But Oswestry’s station will remain unaffected. 

The existing station will become a Patrol and Safer Neighbourhood Team Deployment 
Base. This means it will be a base for police response teams to provide 24-hour police cover.

Model event

WORKING models will be set up at a rail 
exhibition in Oswestry tomorrow, Friday, to 
demonstrate how an historic tramway near 
the town would have looked when it was in 
operation.

A total of 22 cheques were paid in, with

He ordered her to pay £3,000 compensa¬ 
tion to the bank, gave her 250 hours of com¬ 
munity service and 12 months in prison 
suspended for two years after she admitted 
one charge each of theft and fraud. 

Judge Onions said that while Miss Rowe 
had a ‘troubled’ relationship with her father, 
it did not excuse her actions. “He had a busi¬ 
ness he ran from home and he was entitled 
to believe he could trust everybody in the 
home, including you,” he told her. 

“You have exploited that trust. You went 
to some trouble to hide your tracks. 

“If you were doing this to get at your 
father, you missed it and got Lloyds TSB 
instead. If it wasn’t for people like you, 
charges in banks, shops and supermarkets 
would be less - it is paid for by the innocent 
customers.”

Notorious flats 
face demolition 

TWENTY houses are to be built on the site 
of a notorious flats complex. 

The plan for Oswestry’s Swan Lane 
would see the three blocks of three-storey 
flats demolished.

Residents of the Swan Lane flats in the 
north of Oswestry have been moved out 
over the past two years after Shropshire 
Council admitted that there was a high 
turnover of tenants and a history of sub¬ 
stance abuse associated with the site. 

Now it is hoped that the demolition of the 
flats will get rid of the stigma attached to 
the area. 

Shropshire Council says the Swan Lane 
development is part of its commitment to 
building 62 homes in the county, working in 
partnership with the national Homes and 
Communities Agency, which will be part- 
funding the programme. 


marked out with ropes or other appropriate 
temporary measures, that no model aircraft 
is flown within 200 metres of any home, 
that all model aircraft be fitted with a muf¬ 
fler and models should only be flown 
between 9am and 7pm on Mondays to Sat¬ 
urdays and 10am to 7pm on Sundays and 
bank holidays. 

The officers’ report stated: “Subject to 
the addition of conditions to control noise 
levels, flying areas and flying times it is con¬ 
sidered that the proposed use would not 
result in unacceptable harm to the living 
conditions of residents in the surrounding 
area in terms of noise, disturbance or 
safety.” 

The application has received some objec¬ 
tions, one being from Oswestry Parish 
Council. It stated: “The noise, disturbance 
to residents, the small scale of the field, dis¬ 
turbance to wildlife and animals and an 
entirely inappropriate site for the sport. 

“There are other clubs in close proximity 
for flyers to use and the one in the applica¬ 
tion is totally unsuitable.” 

Four others objected stating that none of 
the members live in Maesbury, the club has 
only used the site a limited number of 
times, and fears of noise from the aircraft. 

Previously Mervyn Davies, group chair¬ 
man of the club, said: “If they turn it down 
we will appeal to the inspector. We won the 
last time and I am positive we will win again 
because nothing has changed.”

62 false 
call-outs 
for crews 
in county 

FIREFIGHTERS in Shrop¬ 
shire attended more than 60 
incidents after responding to 
false alarms in 2012, new 
figures have revealed. 

Shropshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service attended 62 inci¬ 
dents between January 1, 
2012, and January 1, 2013, 
which they classify as a 
‘malicious false alarm’. 

They include hoax phone 
calls and people unnecessar¬ 
ily breaking glass call points. 

The figures were revealed 
following a Freedom of 
Information request made 
by the Shropshire Star. 

Community fire safety 
manager Rabinder Dhami 
warned hoax calls could cost 
lives and said the service 
attended more false inci¬ 
dents during school holi¬ 
days. 

He said: “These 62 inci¬ 
dents were avoidable. Glass 
call points are often found in 
school and businesses prem¬ 
ises and sometimes are 
smashed maliciously, some¬ 
times by pupils to get out of 
lessons and sometimes by 
employees. 

“What is important to 
remember is that by calling 
out a fire engine you could 
be taking it away from 
someone who needs it.” 

Firefighters attended the 
most false incidents in 
August last year when fig¬ 
ures hit a high of 14. They 
also attended seven in July, 
November and December.

Concerns 
over plan 
for £64m 
windfarm 

THE moving of huge equip¬ 
ment to a proposed wind- 
farm near a Mid Wales 
beauty spot will cause 
‘chaos’ on local roads, coun¬ 
cillors in Llanfyllin have 
said. 

The town councillors have 
formally objected to plans by 
Scottish Power for the build¬ 
ing of a £64 million wind- 
farm at Dyfnant Forest just 
five kilometres from Lake 
Vrynwy. 

The power company’s 
plans are currently out for 
negotiation and a series of 
public informations sessions 
are being held this week to 
explain more about the pro¬ 
posal to build 32 wind tur¬ 
bines at the forest. 

Llanfyllin town council¬ 
lors recorded their opposi¬ 
tion to the windfarm bid at 
their monthly meeting. 

The town’s Powys County 
Councillor Peter Lewis said: 
“We all have huge concerns 
about this and the impact it 
will have on Llanfyllin. 

“Some of the loads bring¬ 
ing the equipment could be 
up to 50 metres long and we 
are worried they will cause 
chaos on the roads. 

“The windfarm may not 
be built at Llanfyllin but the 
effect will be huge for us and 
for our tourism in terms of 
traffic problems. 

“We all need in Llanfyllin 
to wake up to this problem. 

“Roads are narrow and 
are not suitable for huge 
loads.”

Oswestry to see the machine for himself.

The part diesel/part electric Komatsu 
HB215 Hybrid digger is available for hire 
and has already attracted interest from 
across Britain. 

Stuart Jones of Ridgway Rentals said the 
machines can use half the fuel of a standard 
machine and produce 23,000 kilogrammes 
less carbon dioxide than diesel only diggers. 

“They save their own weight in carbon 
emissions every year,” Mr Jones said. 

“The machines are probably the biggest 
advance in excavator technology since dig¬ 
gers first came out in the 60s - when my 


grandad started the company. Because of 
the environmental benefits DEFRA minis¬ 
ter Owen Paterson is visiting the company 
on March 1 and also opening our new 
depot.” 

Depot 

The family business was started by Mr 
Jones’s grandfather, Bob Jones, at the 
appropriately named, Earthmover House 
in Harlescott, Shrewsbury, in the 1960s. 

“We moved to our new purpose-built 
depot in St Martins three years ago and 
employ 20 local people. Our company sup¬ 
plies plant and machinery all over the 
country with some machines selling all 


over the world. On March 2 there will be 
an open day for members of the public to 
see the hybrid and other earthmovers and 
equipment. 

Mr Jones said: “During the open day, 
there will be loads to see and do. Visitors 
have the chance to drive diggers and there 
will also be lorries and vintage trucks. 

“The MG Owners club is coming along, 
as is the Air Ambulance, with a mock air 
ambulance, and an RAF helicopter from 
Shawbury. 

“We will even have a visit from Bob the 
Builder and a hog roast. There is no admis¬ 
sion but we are taking donations for the air 
ambulance.”

Unlike the large company, you will not have the benefit of an internal legal team or procurement department, which means that irrespective of how good 
your product is, you could be at a disadvantage when it comes to agreeing fair contract terms. 

It is vital that you get some sound legal advice as soon as contract talks with this potential customer begin. Getting specialist advice will not just ensure 
that the contract is as good as the product you are selling, but it will also send a clear signal to your customer that you mean business and are taking a 
professional approach to the contract.

I AM writing to you to high¬ 
light new research by 
Macmillan Cancer Support 
which suggests that almost 
one in five people diagnosed 
with cancer in Wales every 
year lack support from fam¬ 
ily and friends.

There is less waste, the 
meat is not messed about by 
adding water or something 
worse so you will need much 
less of it to obtain the equiv¬ 
alent nutrition as when eat¬ 
ing one of the ‘cheap’ 
alternatives. 

As a bonus you will not be 
swallowing any questionable 
additives either. 

The message needs shout¬ 
ing: “If you want true value 
for money and to make your 
cash go further, buy quality 
and buy local.”

Mr Opik said he hoped to fight as a 
protest against Home Secretary Theresa 
May’s decision to ban American self defence 
expert Tim Larkin from Britain last year. 

He said Mr Larkin only teaches self 
defence and that the decision to ban him 
was ‘ludicrous’. 

Mr Opik said he hoped the rematch will 
draw attention to how Mr Larkin’s reality- 
based street fighting self defence techniques 
were ‘singled out’ for banning while three 
million Britons learn similar combat forms 
of martial arts, boxing or wrestling. 

“Having the ring outside the houses of 
parliament is a possibility,” said Mr Opik. 
“We are trying to overcome the logistics and 
legal barriers. This seems a good way to do 
it. The ban needs highlighting. Tim Larkin 
helps people to believe defend themselves 
from thugs and robbers. 

“I am seeking a way to highlight the stu¬ 
pidity of it. 

“This was a gross over-reaction. Is Mrs 
May going to ban the instructor of every 
martial art or combat sport in this country 
from taekwondo, hapkido, jujitsu, to kung 
fu, karate, judo, kickboxing or wrestling?” 

Mr Opik organised a series of Skype con¬ 
ferences with Mr Larkin and MP’s in the 
House of Commons last autumn where the 
American explained his ‘peaceful way of the 
warrior’ philosophy. 

Mr Larkin said the decision to ban him 
was a ‘complete misunderstanding’.

New lease of life likely 
for former railway works 


A BUILDING from Oswestry’s proud indus¬ 
trial past could soon be altered into a state 
of the art base for the town’s gymnastics 
club. 

Border Counties Gymnastics Club already 
uses part of the Cambrian railway works 
building on Gobowen Road but has applied 
for planning permission to alter it to create 
new changing rooms and toilets as well as a 
viewing area for parents. 

A planning statement submitted to 
Shropshire Council in support of the bid said 
the move would improve facilities at the 
Grade II listed railway building for the 500 
members of the popular gymnastics club. 

Part of the works building is now used as 
Oswestry’s new medical centre and minor 
injuries unit while other parts have been 
used by various businesses and enterprises 
in recent years. 

The planning statement said: “The exist¬ 
ing buildings form part of the Cambrian 
Works which was the railway works for the 


former Cambrian Railway. After the closure 
of the works in early 1966 the buildings have 
been used for various commercial enter¬ 
prises. 

“The remainder of the buildings are cur¬ 
rently used as a newly converted health cen¬ 
tre, offices and a foundry. 

“The building to which the application 
relates is occupied by Border Counties Gym¬ 
nastics and was previously occupied by the 
Fantastic Fun House before it went into 
administration. 

“Border Counties Gymnastics has over 
500 members, mostly children. They come 
from throughout Shropshire and Wales as 
the club is well regarded for its coaching and 
facilities. 

“The application is for internal alter¬ 
ations that will improve the facilities being 
provided for the gymnasts.”

Pedlars ruling 
could hit town 


PLANS TO ease the law 
governing street pedlars 
could harm Shropshire’s 
market towns and lead to 
conflict with established 
traders, councillors in 
Oswestry have been told. 

The warning comes after 
the town was targeted by 
pedlars from outside the 
area selling toys during 
council-organised street 
events in the run-up to 
Christmas. 

The town has agreed to 
back a campaign organised 
by the National Association 
of British Market Authori¬ 
ties (NABMA) which calls 
for the regulation of pedlars 
to remain in place amid 
fears they will be allowed to 
‘operate without any con¬ 
trol’ in the future. 

And the town council has 
also written to Inspector Rik 
Klair, who is responsible for 
policing in North Shrop¬ 
shire, to raise concerns 
about the future policing of 
pedlars. 

Town clerk David Preston 
told a council market’s com¬ 
mittee meeting: “The ped¬ 
lars came with huge 
shopping trolleys and can 
create quite a lot of conflict.” 

Markets manager David 
Clough said the appearance 
of pedlars affected the prof¬ 


its of the town’s regular 
street market traders. 

He said: “The emergence 
of pedlar legislation comes 
as a worry as their presence 
really does undermine the 
performance of the market.” 

Oswestry town councillor 
Steve Haworth, a former 
police officer, said lifting 
restrictions on pedlars who 
currently have to apply for a 
certificate to allow them to 
trade anywhere in the coun¬ 
try, was a ‘genuine problem’. 

He said: “They can cause 
problems for people paying 
rents for stalls. 

“Can it become a policy 
for every member of the 
council staff to ask them to 
show their certificates? If 
they cause disruption we can 
also disrupt them and they 
will soon get fed up. 

“They will know that we 
know what they are doing 
and that we know what the 
law is. It is a limited tactic 
but it could be used.” 

But Councillor Gareth 
Jones said: “We want to reg¬ 
ulate them and they are try¬ 
ing to deregulate it, that’s 
the problem. 

“We have got to keep the 
regulations as they are 
now.” 

The government’s consul¬ 
tation will close next month.

Thumbs down 
to windfarms 


PEOPLE living in communities on the Shropshire/Mid Wales border 
have sent a clear message to National Grid opposing controversial 
plans to build windfarms and miles of pylons across the countryside. 

Almost 98 per cent of people living in Carreghofa and Llanymynech, near Oswestry, said 
they did not approve of National Grid’s plans to set up pylons carrying a power line linking 
a planned windfarm at Cefn Coch to the main electricity network at Lower Frankton. The 
proposed route would pass through Llanymynech. 

Nine out of 10 people - 92 per cent - said they were opposed to the idea of building wind-

Crews called

farms in Mid Wales, while 88 per cent said 
they were concerned that building work 
would cause disruption and traffic issues on 
the A483 between Oswestry and Welshpool. 

The findings have been published by 
members of Carreghofa Community Coun¬ 
cil, who distributed questionnaires around 
all 476 households in the area. Almost half 
of the surveys were returned to councillors. 

Councillor Martin Clare of Carreghofa 
Community Council said the survey 
showed that 88 per cent of people worried 
the plan would affect the area’s tourism 
and 95 per cent felt they had not been ade¬ 
quately consulted on plans to send vehicles 
through Pant and Llanymynech. 

National Grid wants to build a 400,000 
volt electricity line across the Shropshire 
border to feed electricity, generated from 
wind farms in Mid Wales, into the national 
power network. The proposed route will run 
from a substation at Cefn Coch, via 
Llansanttfraid, south of Llanymynech and 
Oswestry to Lower Frankton. 

National Grid is also considering setting 
up an underground cable instead of pylons. 

Hundreds of campaigners have opposed 
the plans and a public inquiry is due to be 
held later this year. 

Councillor Clare said the authority had 
been delighted with the response from peo¬ 
ple and said the results had given council¬ 
lors a clear view of public opinion on issues 
surrounding the windfarms and pylons.

Thousands 
of trees to 
be planted 
at castle 

THOUSANDS of trees are 
being planted on parkland at 
Chirk Castle, to ensure 
native woodlands grow in 
the area once more. 

A large swathe of the 
coniferous woodland around 
the castle has been removed 
over the past two years. 

Now the estate team is 
replanting with native broad 
leafed trees, including oak, 
hazel, lime, cherry, maple, 
crab apple, rowan and silver 
birch. 

Workers are planting over 
8000 trees this winter as 
part of the castle’s ongoing 
woodland management. 

This week children from 
Pontfadog primary school in 
the Ceiriog Valley were help¬ 
ing with the planting. 

Carl Green, head warden 
at the castle, said: “The 
overall aim is to re-establish 
the native woodlands at 
Chirk. This is after remov¬ 
ing a large percentage of 
coniferous woodland. 

“Native broadleaf trees 
bring a much greater benefit 
to local wildlife. Many 
species are dependant on 
these trees for their sur¬ 
vival. This is just part of our 
longer term aims.” 

There has been managed 
parkland at Chirk Castle for 
over 700 years. 

Mr Green said the estate 
had been named a Site of 
Special Scientific Interest 
for its rare bats, inverte¬ 
brates, old trees and fungi.

“We need to look carefully at the manage¬ 
ment of the area. 

“There will be some more trees to come 
down before we can progress the plan and 
we need to take wildlife into consideration 
especially the great crested newts which are 
in the area. 

“The whole idea is if this works reason¬ 
ably well at Henley Wood we can look at 
other sites such as Broadlands Way. 

“This project is about transforming 
unkempt areas of Oswestry and putting 
them into community use. 

“We are working hard to make sure this 
is a successful project.”

nfu plea 
to police 
chief over 
agri-crime 

MID WALES farmers have 
told the area’s police com¬ 
missioner that more had to 
be done to tackle rural 
crime after latest figures 
revealed that ‘agri-crime’ 
was rising dramatically. 

Delegates from NFU 
Cymru raised fears about 
farm crime in talks with 
newly elected Police and 
Crime Commissioner for 
Dyfed-Powys Christopher 
Salmon. 

Led by the union’s 
deputy president Stephen 
James the delegates high¬ 
lighted the impact crimes 
such as metal, vehicle and 
diesel thefts and fly tipping 
have on rural communities 
and stressed the need to 
work in partnership to 
tackle them. 

Totalled 

The delegation said they 
wanted to reveal the true 
extent of the problem and 
told the commissioner rural 
crime totalled an estimated 
£2.3 million during 2011. 

They added that the UK¬ 
wide cost of agri-crime was 
up six per cent to an esti¬ 
mated £52.7 million. 

John Davies, from NFU 
Cymru, said: “Dyfed-Powys 
is the most rural of the 
police force areas in Wales 
and whilst we acknowledge 
that although the geography 
of the area is a challenge we 
feel that rural policing 
should be high priority on 
their agenda.”

Elaine Channon, a member of Oswestry Town Council, had raised two problems about

Crackdown on 
village speeders

He said: “We have already brought this 
up at the parish council and we all see the 
fantastic number of people still trying to 
break the sound barrier on that road.”

Street. 

She said residents had never been able to 
take advantage of Oswestry’s kerbside recy¬ 
cling collection because the large recycling 
vehicles cannot access the road. 

And she said the ordinary refuse bins had 
not been returned to kerbsides outside res¬ 
idents’ homes. 

Councillor Channon said: “We have been 
leaving our bins by our kerbs, but finding 
that they have been left at the top of the cul- 
de-sac for us to struggle to wheel them 
back.” 

She said she got to the end of her tether 
when her wheelie bin dropped on her foot 
as she tried to lift it onto the pavement. “My 
foot was black and blue,” she said. 

However, things moved quickly after the 
newspaper got involved. 

“After our plight was highlighted Veolia 
has contacted me and now ensured that res¬ 
idents have special recycling sacks so that 
for the first time we now have a kerbside 
recycling service,” she said. 

And she added: “I am very pleased to say 
that this Monday our ordinary bins were 
collected from the kerbside and returned to 
our kerbside.” 

A spokeswoman for Veolia said residents 
in the road had always received a regular 
refuse collection. She said she was glad that 
Veolia had how been able to overcome the 
access issues.

Marina plans 
are put on hold 

DEVELOPERS have put on hold plans to 
create a canalside marina near Oswestry 
after learning it is in the path of a proposed 
40,000 volt line of electricity pylons. 

National Grid wants feed electricity gen¬ 
erated from wind farms in Mid Wales 
through Shropshire and into the national 
power network. 

But the proposed route comes near the 
Montgomeryshire Canal at Queens Head, 
where Morris Leisure wants to create a 
marina and other attractions. 

The aim of the project is to attract thou¬ 
sands of tourists every year. Its plans are 
now on hold. 

Edward Goddard, managing director of 
Morris Leisure, said: “We are just waiting 
to find out what’s happening with the 
pylons because the site is within the pro¬ 
posed corridor. 

“Everything is on hold. We haven’t 
moved forward. 

“We are sitting on it at the moment.” 


Residents have already responded, com¬ 
ing together with Shropshire Council staff 
to undertake a huge clean-up last year. 

A public meeting was held on February 
19 to discuss the project’s next step. 

Councillor Bennett said: “It was a very 
good meeting and we had about a dozen or 
so members of the public attend to take this 
forward. 

“We discussed the planting of the area 
and the development of the woodland 
including the plans to lay a pathway 
through it. 

Management 

“Residents were asked if they wanted to 
consider setting up a residents’ manage¬ 
ment group and put on special events in the 
revamped woodland including dawn chorus 
walks or Easter egg hunts. 

“We need to look carefully at the manage¬ 
ment of the area. 

“There will be some more trees to come 
down before we can progress the plan and 
we need to take wildlife into consideration 
especially the great crested newts which are 
in the area. 

“The whole idea is if this works reason¬ 
ably well at Henley Wood we can look at 
other sites such as Broadlands Way. 

“This project is about transforming 
unkempt areas of Oswestry and putting 
them into community use. 

“We are working hard to make sure this 
is a successful project.”

Tourism 
bosses in 
visitors 
bid plan 

CREATING more accommo¬ 
dation and promoting 
attractions and major events 
will be vital in boosting visi¬ 
tor numbers and businesses 
in north Shropshire, 
tourism bosses revealed. 

Shropshire Council said 
the annual spend in the area 
is £115 million and its aim is 
to increase that and the 
number of visitors by five 
per cent each year. 

Alison Patrick, the coun¬ 
cil’s tourism officer, set out 
the plans for its North 
Shropshire and Oswestry 
Visitor Economy Strategy at 
the Wem and Shawbury 
Local Joint Committee.

Ms Patrick said: “Our 
main aim is to increase the 
number of visitors and 
increase the amount of 
money they spend in the 
area. 

“One of the main issues is 
a lack of accommodation, 
particularly B&Bs, guest¬ 
houses and hotels. We know 
we need new developments, 
but what we already have is 
considerable.”

AN architectural designer is 
enjoying an unprecedented 
rise in business claiming it 
could be down to a Fifty 
Shades of Grey baby boom.

Concerns 
on claim 
of council 
firm cash 

OPPOSITION leaders have 
questioned whether the new 
company being set up to run 
some Shropshire Council 
services for profit can gener¬ 
ate as much money as has 
been claimed. 

The draft business plan 
for the company - ip&e - 
claims it could be bringing in 
£32 million by 2015/16. 

But the leaders of the 
Labour and Liberal Democ¬ 
rat groups on Shropshire 
Council questioned the fig¬ 
ure after being told no more 
than 15 per cent of the com¬ 
pany’s turnover could come 
from work carried out for 
other organisations. 

The council’s cabinet was 
told that ip&e would be set 
up as what is known as a 
‘Teckal’ company. This 
would allow the council to 
award ip&e contracts for 
services without putting 
them out to tender. 

But 85 per cent of ip&e’s 
turnover must come from 
work it does for Shropshire 
Council. Only 10 to 15 per 
cent can come from work for 
other bodies. Labour group 
leader Councillor Alan 
Mosley said: “As soon as 
ip&e engages with commer¬ 
cial interests my under¬ 
standing is that Teckal 
status is terminated.” 

Council leader Keith Bar- 
row said the advice was 
being sort to ensure the 
company could maintain its 
status.

mechanical things and decided that that 
was what he wanted to do. 

“He built one of the first radios in 
Oswestry. He made it himself. I can 
remember that my parents could only 
afford one pair of earphones. Their 
house was full of people and they were 
all sitting like this (indicates crossed 
arms) while the earphones were being 
passed around so they weren’t having 


any chance to listen to the radio. Grandfather 
made a big cabinet for it, a huge thing. 

“He lived in a house where Marks & 
Spencer stands. There was a huge place, a 
building yard, and when my grandfather gave 
up, my father took up this other thing he 
wanted to do, and the building yard became a 
garage. 

“I don’t know when he started the busi¬ 
ness. My grandfather was not very pleased, 
let’s put it like that - but he did support him. 

“They had a beautiful Daimler for wed¬ 
dings and things like that. I remember sitting 


on his knee and driving around that garage, 
which was very large, steering the car while 
he did the footwork. So I started very early. I 
only gave up driving two months ago. 

“His business was called the White Rose 
Garage. He started on this wonderful career 
with one charabanc. I have a photograph of 
seven in a row, lined up to go to Rhyl.”

Upgrade 
to snow 
gear has 
paid off 

AN INVESTMENT of 
£7,000 to upgrade 
Oswestry’s snow clearing 
vehicles paid dividends in 
keeping the town moving 
despite heavy winter snow¬ 
falls, councillors have heard. 

The upgraded equipment 
was ‘invaluable’ in ensuring 
the town centre kept func¬ 
tioning in thick snow, town 
council bosses said. 

And they revealed that 
council bosses worked 
around the clock to keep the 
car parks and other key 
areas clear. 

Facilities manager Glenys 
Davies, in a report to 
Oswestry Town Council’s 
markets and car parks com¬ 
mittee meeting said: “In 
2011, following another win¬ 
ter of heavy snowfall, the 
town council agreed to pur¬ 
chase more efficient and less 
labour intensive equipment 
for snow clearance in their 
areas of responsibility. 

“A snowplough attach¬ 
ment for the tractor was 
purchased at a cost of £2,300 
and a towable gritter for the 
van at a cost of £5,720. 

“This winter the equip¬ 
ment has proved invaluable 
in helping to keep the town 
centre functioning through¬ 
out the heavy snow falls in 
January. 

“Members of the mainte¬ 
nance team started clearing 
snow as early as 4.30am in 
the worst of the snow storms 
to ensure the car parks were 
clear.”

who that night? 


TO the North East the stars glinted 
over the Waterberg Plateau. The moon 
instigated its arc in the sky, owls 
hooted and the crickets chirped in uni¬ 
son. The night-time acoustics and the 
nocturnal light-show was in full swing 
on the Okonjima Nature reserve in 
central Namibia. 

The campfire was dying. The stew had been 
polished off with the whoops of hyenas in the dis¬ 
tance. We thought a moonlit walk would be just 
the ticket before bedding down for the night. 

A nearby waterhole might bring rarely seen 
diurnal creatures out from cover under the glow 
of the moon. 

My family and I crept over. A duiker sprang 
away at our approach. Another closer whoop 
from a hyena caused us to pause a moment. We 
flicked our torches on and shone them down the 
track. Nothing. 

As I scanned the ground briefly before flicking 
it off again, the beam picked out a footprint, but 
it wasn’t human. Four toe pads followed by a 
larger footpad. 

Cursed 

A leopard’s pugmark. In many circumstances 
it’s possible to tell the rough age of a track in the 
earth. The ground in this area was sandy. Sand 
is difficult for tracking in. 

We may feel cursed with rain at the moment 
in Shropshire, but mud is the best medium for 
tracking, followed a close second by damp river¬ 
side silt. The dryer the soil, the harder it is to 
date. In other words, water and rain is great if 
you’re into your tracking. But I digress...sand. 

The way you date a track is by looking care¬ 
fully at the sides of the imprints. The sharper the 
ridges between the impressions, the more recent 
the track was made. 

Sand is tricky because the grains tend to fall 
away as soon as the foot leaves it. But we were

near the waterhole and henceforth the sand was 
becoming wetter. The pugmarks now in my 
torch’s beam were pretty fresh. Certainly that 
afternoon. The imprints were sharp but there 
were one or two grains of sand and debris within 
them. They had therefore been there long enough 
for several gusts of wind to carry detritus into 
their depressions. 

The waterhole was deserted. We shone our 
torches around the margins. A bird of prey took 
off from a dead tree and flew into the night. We 
turned to leave. Down the path the hyenas were 
getting much closer. 

We hurried back toward the camp. As we did so 
however, I paused to have a last glance at those 
footprints. They were there with ours alongside. 
But there were others. 

In between ours and in some cases, on top of 
ours. And the ridges were knife-edge sharp. Had 
the leopard returned and began to stalk us? We 
didn’t wait to find out. We continued our hurrying 
to the tents trying not to look too much like a prey 
animal! 

The hyenas were definitely closing in, but they 
would not approach closer to the camp. 

We made it back safely after flashing our 
torches behind us for much of the return trek. 
The temperature was not particularly cold, but I 
remember adding a couple more logs to the fire 
that night.

Supermini from Audi is class act

IT’S been just as hard as I 
had imagined. On the day 
the A1 was due to go back I 
treated it to its most expen¬ 
sive clean yet, a positively 
decadent £35 mini-valet. 

As I watched the layers of grime 
being removed and the brilliant white 
shine coming through, I knew I was 
going to miss it - and they say mod¬ 
ern cars are lacking in character or 
personality. 

I don’t believe a word of it. 

In less than six months the A1 cov¬ 
ered almost 13,000 miles with me at 
the wheel, more than the average car 
covers in a whole year. 

Dashes 

That’s indicative of the hard life it 
led - it was never abused, of course, 
but it had to get on with the job, and 
most of the miles tended to be long 
distance motorway hacks or cross¬ 
country dashes rather than a quick 
trundle to the shops. 

But that is the mark of the modern 
supermini, particularly a premium one 
like the A1. 

Now we want our small hatches to 
be capable of everything, especially 
when we’re forking out the best part 
of £20,000 for one. But they have 
risen to the challenge, and despite its 
size the A1 proved to be as capable 
as something much larger and more 
expensive.

For starters, the A1 still has all the 
small-car nippiness that makes it the 
ideal tool for getting around the city; 
especially so in S tronic form, where 
the opportunity to let your left leg relax 
is priceless. 

The 1.4-litre turbocharged engine 
has a nice band of instant torque low 
down so you can get ahead off the 
lights, and conversely the stop/start 
helps you save fuel when you’re going 
nowhere. 

If you have a sensitive behind you 
might want an SE version over the 
Sport which has slightly stiffer suspen¬ 
sion, but it’s merely more communica¬ 
tive of road imperfections rather than 
being disturbed by them. 

Get out of town and the long seventh 


gear gives fuss-free cruising, and 
chance to enjoy the cabin. 

So well made and attractive is the 
interior of the A1 that I genuinely could¬ 
n’t have wished for anything more - bar 
cruise control and heated seats, which 
I could have easily got off the options 
list if I’d thought more carefully about it. 

The MMI infotainment system 
worked extremely well, with its clear 
display, easy main controller and short¬ 
cut buttons. Within days I was navigat¬ 
ing my way around it without even 
having to look. 

The sat-nav worked flawlessly and 
the option of three routes and an ability 
to recalculate quickly if I chose to 
ignore it was always welcome. 

The audio system was loud and 


clear and made browsing through the 
tracks on a well-known brand of phone 
and MP3 player a piece of cake. 

Space-wise the A1 never came up 
short even when it was asked to carry 
more than was realistic. 

Try two small children in car seats, 
two single duvets, two pillows, a large 
suitcase, a bed guard (essentially an 
awkwardly-shaped unfoldable contrap¬ 
tion the size of a parcel shelf) and two 
big squishy bags. 

Perhaps most importantly the A1 
always delivered a healthy slice of the 
feel-good factor, which is arguably the 
main reason you’d choose one over a 
cheaper non-premium rival. 

Say what you like about the Audi 
brand but you know what you’re going

to get: a high quality, desirable product 
that feels like a choice rather than a 
compromise. 

Desirable 

The other side of that is also that the 
A1 will remain desirable even when it 
comes to sell-up ti a packet to run, and 
the service you get at the dealers is the 
same as if you roll up in an R8 - and 
Audi dealers tend to be some of the 
plushest and most comfortable in the 
business. 

The A1 is not only a useful and fuss- 
free supermini, it’s also a proper Audi 
through and through. 

That you can get one without selling 
several major organs is reason 
enough.
